the coup de grace, Murton's 
family and friends gathered to 
watch what Mrs. Murton re- 
referred to as "my husband's 
lynching."

Murton, who learned of the 


hastily-called meeting in Little 
Rock when he heard about it 
on a radio news broadcast, 
Spent only 10 or 15 minutes with 
the board and then, with lips 
drawn tightly, returned to his 
office and began packing his 
personal effects, 


At one point, Victor Urban, 


the man named as his tempo- 
rary replacement and a friend 
Murton brought to Arkansas 
last April, knocked on Murton's 
office door and called for a few 
employes 
to meet with the 


board, 


Mrs. Murton rushed out and 


sarcastically remarked, "Honey, 
so good to see you and I want 
to tell you how much we love 
you," 


She accompanied newsmen 


Into the board's meeting room 
when the board became ready 
to make public the decision. 


Asked if Dr. William Lytle, a 


board member from Clarksville, 
had married the Murtons, she 
replied, "Yes, he married Tom 
and me." 


"A nd there's John Haley (the 


chairman)," she said. "We 
spent a weekend at his cabin. 
iHe's our friend." 


'*•;. Lytle, a Presbyterian minis- 
ter,^ had, 'performed the marri- 
age 'ceremony for the Murtons 
in New Mexico about 14 years 
ago. 


When the brief news confer- 


ence had ended, four members 
of the Frank Crawford family 
wrote out letters of resignation. 


Crawford walked out of the 


room and upon spotting Urban 
in the lobby, called him an 
"ole Judas." 


Mrs. Murton told board mem- 


ber Marshall Rush of near Pine 
Bluff that "the only honest Ar- 
kansans I have met in this state 
are the inmates. I thank God 
for the experience of having 
known them." 


Murton, who seldom shows his 


emotions, broke down and cried 
openly when he was greeted 
with a hug by Ronnie Crabtree, 
a trusty guard at the prison in- 
firmary, 


"They can't do that to us," 


Crabtree said. "You built us up, 
They can't let It go back," 


Murton said, "It'll go back 


just like that," and he snapped 
his finger.

Treasury 
Moves on 
Tax Reforms

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
After 


more than a year of study, the 
Johnson 
administration 
has 


started down the road to tax re- 
form in its plan to eliminate the 
exemption for state and local In- 
dustrial development bonds. 


Before the total job is com- 


pleted, the nation's entire tax 
structure is likely to come un- 
der congressional scrutiny, in- 
cluding the controversial 
27V2 
per cent oil depletion allowance. 


Although the administration 


has yet to unveil Its long-prom- 
ised tax reform package, the 
Treasury Department has de- 
cided to move on its own to end 
what it considers an abuse of 
tax exempt development bonds 
issued in the name of states and 
localities. 


In reality, the Treasury said, 


these^are nothing^more than a 


get a cheap interest rate for 
plant expansion and thus repre- 
sent a federal subsidy. 


Because interest on the bonds 


is free of federal income taxes, 
they can be floated at a lower 
rate 
than regular 
corporate 


bonds. 


The Treasury can eliminate 


the exemption by administra- 
tive action because the bonds

Randall agreed to fire warden 


C. T. Gladden, 73, who had 
served 15 years, Gladden, lllfor 
six weeks, was not on duty dur- 
ing the riot. 


The riot started, apparently 


with no advance planning, Sat- 
urday afternoon when a small 
group of convicts seized the con- 
trol center, the nerve center for 
all operations inside the walls. 


That .gave them control of al- 


most all of the prison. Most of 
the convicts soon Joined In the 
riot. 


By their burning, the prison- 


ers destroyed all of the prison's 
rehabilitation 
facilities,

Someone asked the guard,

Rhodesia 
Hangs Two 
More Negroes 


SALISBURY, Rhodesia (AP) 


— Rhodesia's white minority 
government today hanged two 
more black Africans convicted 
of murder but reprieved nine 
blacks who had ;been sentenced 
to die before Prime Minister Ian 
Smith declared independence in 
late 1965. 


Four other blacks had been 


scheduled to be hanged today, 
but the government said clem- 
ency for them was still under 
consideration. 
'"'The1 execution last week of 
three blacks convicted of mur- 
der set off a worldwide storm of 
protests. The government's ac- 
tion today indicated it might be 
setting a pattern of death for 
persons convicted of murder 
and clemency for persons con- 
victed 
of 
nonfatla terrorist 


crimes for which the death sen- 
tence is mandatory. 


Those 
hanged 
today were 


Francis Chiresa and Taka Jere- 
miah, who were sentenced to 
death three years ago for slay- 
ing a tribal subchief. They were 
accused of serving as execution- 
ers for an African nationalist 
party and shooting their victim 
as he slept with his wife. 


They were hanged despite an 


appeal for clemency from Pope 
Paul VI and petitions from their 
attorneys. 


There are more than 100 other 


Africans in Rhodesian prisons 
condemned to death, and the 
government is reported review- 
ing all cases in chronological or- 
der from the time they were 
sentenced. Some go back before 
the declaration of independence 
in November 1905. Thirty Afri- 
can nationalists who crossed 
into Rhodesia from Zambia are 
among those awaiting execu- 
tion.
